SAN FRANCISCO, June 21 
(AP) — Cigarette smokers die 
sooner than other men aged 50- 
to-70 and they die mainly from 
heart attacks and cancer, an 
American Cancer Society study 
reported today. 

It finds cigarettes have an ef- 
fect on other types of cancer as 
well as lung cancer. Numefical- 
ly, the biggest effect could be in 
heart disease, since far more 
people die of coronary disease 
than die of lung cancer. 

Just what the effect of cigar- 
ettes is upon men under 50 or 
upon women can only be guessed 
at until more studies are made, 
the authors of the report said. 

The report is based on inter- 
views in 1952 with 187,766 
healthy men aged 50 to 70 about 
their smoking habits, and a 
checkup on causes of death of 
4754 of them who died within 20 
months. 

It shows the death rate—from 
all- causes—among the cigarette 
smokers to be up to 75 per cent 
higher than among the men who 


and cancer is at certain ages 
double that of non-smokers. 

The risk seems to rise the 
more cigarettes are smoked. 

Smoking only a pipe or only 
cigars doesn’t seem to affect. 
the death rates except possibly 
for cancer in general, but this 
possibility needs further study, 
the report said.

Hundreds of fascinated New 
Yorkers stared today as the pre- 
fabricated aluminum walls of a 
new 22-story office building 
went up at the rate of a whole 
story about every 38 minutes.

Only 30 American Civilians 


Say 14 Flyers Crashed or Died of Injuries 
— U.S. Agrees to Let 15 Chinese 
Leave.

today that they are holding 30 | 
American civilians in prison, but | 
‘said one civilian and a number 


of military personnel listed by 
the United States as detained 
were either dead or missing. 

This information was passed 
on to the United States in the 
fourth meeting between repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
and Chinese Communist delega- 
tions on the exchange of de- 
tained persons. 

The United States agreed to 
permit 15 detained Chinese na- 
tionals to leave the United States 
and return to the China main- 
land. 

The Chinese, on their side, 
supplied preliminary informa- 
tion on the list of approximately 
83 American civilian and mili- 
tary personnel believed by the 
United States either to be in 
prison or to be prevented from 
leaving China. 

Missionary Dead. 

The Chinese said W. L. Wint- 
er, a missionary, had been ar- 
rested for espionage, but died 
in prison Feb. 27, 1951. Winter 
was a mission worker.in a lep- 
rosarium in Kiangsi province. 

In the military category, the 
Chinese said three flyers—P. E. 
Voorhis, H. D. Weese, and A. D. 
Hart Jr.—had died of injuries 
received when they parachuted 
from their plane over Antung, 
North China. 

(In Washington, Air Force 
records indicated that Voorhis 
was First Lt. Paul E. Van Voor- 
his, of Glen Cove, N. Y. Weise’s 
wife lives at Knobel, Arkansas. 
Hart was from Saginaw, Mich.) 

The United States had listed 
11:crew members of a United 
States naval patrol plane and a 
rescue plane as probable de- 
tainees, but the Chinese repre- 


sentative said the two planes 
crashed into the sea and the 
men were missing. The names 
of these 12 were not disclosed. 

The Chinese said one civilian 
listed by the United States as 
being in prison was never de- 
tained and is now living in Hu- 
nan province. He is the Rev. 
John B. Maye of Scranton, Pa., 
a Roman Catholic missionary. 


The Chinese did not say when | 


any of those detained would be 
released—if at all. 

Neither the Chinese nor the 
United States has published a 
full list of the 83 Americans in- 
volved, although the United 
States submitted such a list to 
the Communists at an earlier 
session. 

Two Reporters Held. 

The Chinese confirmed, how- 
ever, that they have 30 American 
civilfans in prison—or all the 32 
listed by the United States ex- 
cept the two missionaries, Maye 
and Winter. In this group were 
two newspaper correspondents, 
Donald Dixon of New York City 
and Richard Applegate of Med- 
ford, Ore., as well as merchant 
marine captain Ben Krasner of 
Brooklyn and civilian air line 
pilot Lawrence Buol of Stockton, 
Calif. 

The Chinese also confirmed 
they were holding 15 of the 18 
Air Force personnel listed by the 
United States as being detained. 
This list has not been published 
here by the United States, but it 
is known to include double jet 
ace Capt. Harold Fischer of Swea 
City, Ia.

The questions were 
raised in 1952 by a Senate Rules 
subcommittee.

If McCarthy 
does not heed the ultimatum, 
Flanders told a press confer- 
ence, he will resubmit his orig- 
inal resolution or will seek to 
bring the measure out of com- 
mittee for fyll Senate debate.

Fiancee Testifies at In- 
quest Into His Death 
—No Charges Filed, 
Police Say. 


CHICAGO, June 21 (AP)— 
The fiance of Montgomery Ward 
Thorne testified at an inquest 
today into his death that the 
young heir told her his mother 
had had him arrested 18 months 
ago, but police records showed 
no arrest. 

Police Capt. William Burke 
said Thorne was brought to the 
police station by his mother, 
Mrs. Marion Thorne, who said 
her son was “Causing trouble,” 
but no charges were filed. 

Miss Maureen Ragen, 18 years 
old, said. Thorne told her his 
mother + had called him “a 
drunk and a dope addict.” 

iMss Ragen, who said she and 
Thorne planned to marry in De- 
cember, testified that her fi- 
ance had not: used drugs and 
had not talked of suicide. 

Earlier in the hearing police 
told of finding a makeshift 
hypodermic syringe, such as 
narcotics addicts use, in the 
room where Thorne, 20, was 
found dead Saturday. 

More Evidence of "Addiction. 

Detective Raymond.J. Curran 
said he also found a marijuana 
cigarette, a sleeping pill and a 
teaspoon with a flame-blackened 
bowl in the room. Addicts heat 
their doses of narcotics in 
spoons. 

The inquest room was packed 
with spectators after it became 
known that Thorne had revised 
his will recently to make his 
fiancee the principal beneficiary. 

Police said they learned he 
also had expressed doubt he 
would live to come into his 
$1,000,000 inheritance. 

The hunt for 
equipment began after Coroner 
Walter E. McCarron said there 
were four needle marks on 
Thorne’s arms. McCarron or- 
dered an analysis of vital organs 
which he said may take three 
weeks.

Lung Cancer. 


Figures on lung cancer are 
preliminary yet, said the report, 
but they indicate lung cancer 
deaths are at least three times 
more common among men who 
smoke cigarettes as among non- 
smokers, and may be nine times 
as high. For men who smoke a 
pack-a-day or better, lung cancer 
deaths are at least five times 
more common, and may possibly 
be 16 times as great. 

Dr. Hammond and Dr. Horn 
said “it seems probable that 
nicotine is at least partly re- 
sponsible for the findings” about 
increased risk of heart attacks. 
“Other than this, we would not 
hazard a guess at the present 
time.” 

They said no single bit of 
evidence alone proves the the- 
ory that smoking is a cause of 
death, but that many different 
bits of evidence support the 
idea. 

Among other evidence they 
cited: An increase of 456 per 
cent in cigarette consumption 
since 1920; an increase in death 
rates from heart disease and 
cancer while the over-all death 
rate for the whole population 
has declined in the last three 
decades; evidence that cigarette 
smoking constricts blood ves- 
sels, kicks up pulse beat and 
blood pressure, and the fact 
that in Norway during World 
War II when cigarette smoking 
declined, deaths from heart dis- 
ease also declined.

Many Senators Becoming Deeply Con- 
cerned Over Practice — Conviction 
Growing McCarthy Uses Funds’ to 
Compile Dossiers on Other Members.

ends, is difficult to predict. 
ative action. 

But it is becoming more and 
more evident to the members of 
a body that jealously guards the 
rights and privileges of both the 
individual and .the institution 
that something new and pro- 
foundly disturbing has been 
added. The conviction is spread- 
ing that Senator Joseph McCar- 
thy, as chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Government Op- 
erations and its investigating 
subcommittee is using funds 
voted by the Senate to investi- 
gate other Senators. Nothing 
like that has ever happened be- 
fore. 

It came out in McCarthy’s hint- 
that he was considermg charges 
to be made against an uniden- 
tified Democratic Senator. In 
the suicide of Senator Lester 
Hunt (Dem.), Wyoming, his 
friends believe that the threat 
of a smear contributed to a 
shocking tragedy. Many Sena- 
tors are beginning to ask how 
far the politics of the smear will 
go befpre the Senate takes cor- 
rective action. 

Incident Involving Hunt. 

Some months ago a member 
of Hunt’s family was involved in 
a police action that caused great 
anguish to Senator and Mrs. 
Hunt. This personal tragedy, ac- 
cording to Hunt’s friends in the 
Senate, was promptly exploited 
by certain of the opposition. 
These friends say that Senator 
Herman Welker (Rep.), Idaho, 
let Hunt know that the facts 
about the incident would find 
their way into every mail box in 
Wyoming if Hunt should run for 

re-election this fall. 

Shortly afterward, Hunt an- 
nounced that he would not seek 
a second term. A mild man- 
nered, friendly man, he was 
widely known throughout 
Wyoming and his re-election 
was considered a yirtual cer- 
tainty. By eliminating him, the 
Republicans, or more accurately 
the McCarthy-Welker faction of 
the party, could feel they had 
enhanced the chances for pick- 
ing up another seat in a Senate 
almost evenly divided. 

.There were other reasons why 
Senator Hunt might have ended 
his life. He had been under 
treatment at Bethesda Naval 


Hospital for a condition that; 


might have been malignant, al- 
though there is nothing to sub- 
stantiate this report. He is 
known:to have brooded deeply 
over the family tragedy and to 
have spoken to a few intimates 
of the unfeeling way in which 
it was hinted that this would 
be exploited if he continued his 
career. 

If this was an isolated episode, 
it might pass without comment. 
But so many similar instances 
are’ known in Washington as to 
suggest that this may become a 
common and accepted pattern of 
political life if it is not checked. 
From time to time in the Sen- 
ate’s long history when sporadic 
personal bitterness has flared up 
personal charges have been 
hurled back and forth. 

Other Instances. 

When Huey Long of Louisiana 
was challenging the Democratic 
leadership in 1935 shortly before 
his assassination, he engaged in 
a vitrolic exchange with the then 
majority leader, Senator Joseph 
Robinson of Arkansas. Robinson 
made a reference to Long’s al- 
leged drinking habits, where- 
upon the “Kingfish” recited an 
incident involving the Senate 
leader which had been common 
gossip in Washington for some 
time. But such conduct on the 
Senate floor was considered 
then to be beyond the bounds 
of decent conduct and both men 
were blamed.

a pattern. McCarthy’s hint of 
charges against a Democratic 
Senator is only one instance of 
how this practice is spreading. 
Here are some others. . 

Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, engaged in an 
adolescent prank with other boys 
and as a consequence a neigh- 
bor charged them with taking his 
car. McCarthy several. times 
threw this up to Symington dur- 
ing their heated interchanges in 
the course of the McCarthy- 
Army controversy. 

At the end of the hearings, 
Robert Kennedy, counsel to the 
minority on the subcommittee, 
charged that Roy Cohn, commit- 
tee counsel, had said he would 
“get” Senator Henry Jackson 
(Dem.), Washington. Cohn en- 
tered an angry denial. But many 
of Jackson's colleagues believe 
that committee investigators 
have run down leads involving 
the private lives of Senators 
who have opposed McCarthy. 

A Democratic Senator has 
been told that he is likely to be 
confronted with facts showing 
that a secretary in his office was 
at one time a member of the 
Communist party.

All this is indicative of the 
atmosphere in Washington to- 
day.

“Our side is free to take ac- 
tion,” Foreign Minister Yung 
Tai Pyun said at Geneva. “My 
Government will not waive its 
right to North Korea or leave 
it to be colonized by Chinese 
invaders.” 

The new Premier of France, 
Pierre Mendes-France, has prom- 
ised to make peace in Indo- 
china by July 20 or hand in the 
resignation of his government. 
While declaring that “France 
will remain in the Far East,” he 
speaks of “sacrifices of territory 
that even now the situation does 
not require.” 

“Risk of Atomic War.” 

Mendes-France believes that 

“if the conflict in Indochina is 
not settled and settled very 
quickly, it is a risk of war, of 
international war. and perhaps 
atomic war, that must be en- 
visaged.” 
In Korea the relative military 
posture has changed very little. 
The-.United States has withdrawn 
two divisions from the Far East, 
but still has five Army and one 
Marine division in Korea and 
one Army and one Marine di- 
vision in Japan. The British 
Commonwealth Division is still 
in Korea. 

The Air Force has withdrawn 
one medium bombardment wing 
to be re-equipped with B-47s in 
the United States. 

Due to rotation and the long 
period without combat the ground 
and air forces in Korea are 
relatively inexperienced and do 
not have their former effective- 
ness. 

The South Korean army has 
improved steadily since the ar- 
mistice. It has 20 divisions, 16 
‘of which are battle experienced. 
The Koreans have organized a 
field army and several army 
corps. All their own divisions, 
except the First ROK Division, 
are commanded by Koreans 
through these higher commands. 

Training of the South Ko- 
reans is intense. They work at 
it for longer hours each day 
and more days each week than 
our forces do.

Chinese are colonizing 
North Korea, which lost half its 
population of 8,000,000 in the 
war. The best evidence of the 
peaceful outlook for the time 
being is the presence of Gen.

Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission was provided to 
check for violations. The in- 
spection teams come from 
Sweden, Switzerland, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia. 


Certain ports of entry by air, 
sea and land were designated. 
These actually include all the 
ports of entry used by the Unit- 
ed Nations in Korea. In North 
Korea, however, the long boun- 
diry with Manchuria and Siberia 
makes it easily possible to evade 
the armistice provisions on 
forces and equipment. 

Swiss, Swedes Complain. 

In North Korea, the Reds have 
placed every obstacle in the 
way of the Swedish and Swiss 
members to prevent them from 
carrying out their inspection 
duties. The Swedish and Swiss 
members have complained offi- 
cially about this interference a 
number of times. The only re- 
sult was the placing of similar 
complaints by the Polish and 
Czech members that they had 
been hampered in their duties 
in South Korea.

Both sides have an effective 
espionage system, since this is 
easy in a divided country. Gen. 
Taylor has stated that he could 
not definitely accuse the Chi- 
nese of any extensive violation 
of the armistice terms. 

One result of the Communist 
refusal to allow the inspectors 
to perform their duties, while 
they can operate in South Korea, 
is that the Communists have 
built up a large dossier of al- 
leged violations by the United 
Nations while the U.N. Com- 
mand has next to nothing In the 
offical record against the Reds. 
In case of resumption of the con- 
flict this dossier could be used 
to exculpate a new Communist 
aggression. 

Rhee a Dangerous Element. 

The 79-year-old president of 
the Republic of Korea, Rhee, is 
himself the most intransigent 
and dangerous element in the 
situation. Rhee sees North Ko- 
rea and Korean-~- unity forever 
lost if Chinese colonization is 
allowed to continue. 

He is willing to fight and 
wants to fight. Our military and 
diplomatic. officials have as- 
sured him in most solemn terms 
that he would not be supported 
by the United States in an ag- 
gression against North Korea. 

Rhee does not believe them. 
He has his own American ad- 
visers who assure him that how- 
ever little the United States 
might like it, we would have to 
support him if a war were 


started. 

Either side could create in- 
cidents that could reopen the, 
conflict. There is always this 


danger, but the most serious 
threat of restarting the war 
comes from the South Korean 
side.

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Multimillion Straw Man 


President Eisenhower's order directing the 
Atomic Energy Commission to contract with a 
private syndicate for a new source of electric 
power runs counter to long-established princi- 
ples of our Federal Government and at least one 
of his own campaign pledges. 

It overrules the decision of an independent 
agency, the AEC. 

Three of the five AEC commissioners voted 
against the Mid-South-Southern Utilities Group 
contract to build a steam generating plant at 
West Memphis, Ark., at an estimated cost of 
$107,250,000. , ; 

It rejects the principle of competitive bidding. 

AEC is directed by law to advertise for com- 
petitive bids in even as sensitive an area as the 
production of fissionable materials. An exception 
is permitted if the commission certifies “that 
such action is necessary in the interest of the 
common defense and security, or upon a show- 
ing that advertising is not reasonably practical.” 
No such exception applies here. 

It accepts an offer admittedly higher than a 
competitive bid would have been, tf made. 

AEC estimated the private plant would cost 
$20,569,000 a year to run, compared with $16, 
884,000 for a TVA-operated plant. TVA esti- 
mates that over the 25-year life of the contract 
it will cost the Government $139,000,000 more 
than if the contract had been made with TVA. 

It establishes a principle of saddling a public 
power projectt—TVA—with a subsidy for a rela- 
tively inefficient private producer. 

The President's order calls upon TVA to pay 
$1,366,000 a year of the estimated amount by 
which the syndicate’s cost of operation would 
exceed what the cost would have been in a TVA 
operation.

It establishes a principle of saddling the AEC 
with a subsidy for private electric companies 
supplying it with power. : 

The presidential order lays $2,319,000 a year 
of the estimated subsidy upon the AEC. 


It requires the electric customers of the Ten- 
nessee Valley to pay part of the cost of operation 
of private power companies which are well able 
to pay their own bills. 

TVA’s share of the subsidy would eventually 
be paid out of the revenue from its customers. 


It requires the taxpayers of the nation to pay 
the part of the subsidy to the private syndicate 
that is allotted to AEC. 

Where could that subsidy come from but from 
taxes? . 


It takes the risk of having to subsidize higher 
installation costs as well as operating costs. 

The only comparable situation was the con- 
struction for AEC, in the last few years, of a 
TVA steam plant near Paducah and a steam 
plant of a private syndicate, Electric Energies, 
Inc., at Joppa, Ill. The private syndicate’s plant 
cost 45 per cent more than the estimate—at 
costs of $184 to $198 per kilowatt of capacity. 
TVA’s plant was finished well within its original 
estimate of $147.50 per kilowatt of capacity. 


It runs counter to the campaign pledge of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, before election, that he 
would do nothing to “impair the effective work- 
ing-out of TVA.” | 

Burdening TVA with a subsidy for private en- 
terprise would impair its effective working-out 
about as directly and forcibly as possible.

Why has it been considered desirable to go to 
such lengths to obtain AEC’s further power re- 
quirements from private companies instead of 
from expansion of TVA’s generating system? 

Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of AEC, who sup- 
ports President Ejisenhower’s decision, says 
power companies faced with “government com- 
petition” eventually are “forced to the wall.” 
TVA has been operating for 21 years now, yet 
Adm. Strauss does not name one power company 
which TVA has “forced to the wall.” To the 
contrary, between 1939 and 1952 the earnings of 
the' nine power companies that were immediate 
neighbors of TVA increased two and a half 
times as much as the earnings of power com- 
panies generally throughout the nation. 

Acting Comptroller General Weitzel says the 
General Accounting Office, “the watchdog of 
the Treasury,” though not consulted, feels there 
should have been consideration of the “‘feasibili- 
ty” of awarding the contract to the lowest bid- 

-der. And opponents of the order in Congress 
are proposing legislation to block it. 

TVA has no vested right to supply the AEC— 
and the same is true of the private group.

In these parlous times, confused as they have 
been by points of order and Molotov peace pro- 
posals, we sometimes forget an old history pro- 
fessor’s repeated admonition: “Do not concen- 
trate too long on political events—elections, par- 
liamientary crises, wars cold or hot; remember 
always that these too shall pass, and set yourself 
to work on lastigg matters.” 

Now we are reminded of the lesson by the 
editor of The Sunday Times of London. He has 
not allowed himself to be diverted either by 
Senator McCarthy or Mr. Bevan. He and his 
readers have been concentrating on garlic and 
its after-effects. For several weeks the subject 
has dominated the paper's letter column. 

The suggestion was made that no dish is at 
its best without at least a nuance of this asser- 
tive bulb. Came shrieking protests and denunci- 
ations of its “deadly disadvantage.” And then 
all manner of suggestions for overcoming this: 
boil the garlic instead of using it raw or fried; 
chew and swallow a sprig of parsley; munch a 
pinch of dry tea (also recommended after on- 
ions); drink a small glass of neat lemon juice— 
and drink it ceremonially. Then there was the 
pooled experience of “the garlic chef and the 
under garlic chef of a large London hotel,” both 
experts in all branches of Garloctomy, advising 
that a bruised bulb be merely suspended over a 
dish, timing to taste. 

Here is a problem which will always be with 
man, whether he be trying to add elegance to a 
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poor stew or achieve the utmost possibilities of 
an elegant steak. Recalling our attention from 
the passing scene, we also have addressed our- 
selves to the problem. So far, we put forward 
only a tentative solution: Be as free with garlic 
on meat and salad as the spirit moves, serve a 
few good martinis before dinner and good whisky 
afterward, and no happy guest will even breathe 
anything about garlic. . 
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A Neighborhood Problem 


Both the present Guatemalan Government and 
Soviet Russia showed their hands in the tumul- 
tuous Sunday session of the United Nations. 

Guatemala sought a United Nations Security 
Council investigation of its civil war and ran to 
the Russians for help. And Russia gave that 
help by vetoing the Brazil-Colombia resolution 
to send the Guatemalan problem to the Organ- 
ization of American States. 

Just last week Russia vetoed Thailand’s appeal 
for a U.N. peace patrol along the Indochina 
borders. Coming only three days apart, the two 
Soviet vetoes demonstrated that Russia does not 
want the world looking at Communist aggres- 
sion through U.N. eyes, But would welcome 
any kind of diversion to the American continent. 

Russia is not at all likely to get away with 
this. The Organization of American States is 
a regional agency established most carefully 
within the framework of the U.N. Charter—and 
established specifically to deal with problems 
of the New World. It has full authority to in- 
vestigate the war in Guatemala. 

Certainly that war requires a fair and inde- 
pendent investigation by the American re- 
publics. The New World needs to know the 
extent of Communist influence in the Guate- 
malan Government. It needs to know much 
more about the origins of the revolt against that 
Government. 

From news dispatches it appears that the re- 
volt was planned and directed irf neighboring 
Honduras, and it followed an airlift of United 
States military supplies to Honduras and Nica- 
ragua, in answer to a shipment of arms from 
Communist Poland to Guatemala. 

If the United States and its closest friends 
are suspicious of Russian influence in Guate- 
mala, it is clear enough that several Latin 
American states are suspicious of possible North 
American interest in the revolt. 

The Organization of American States should 
be capable of an impartial inquiry. It represents 
governments and peoples friendly to Guatemala 
as well as nations sympathetic with the revolu- 
tionaries. While the United States is the leading 
power in O.A.S., the customary skepticism of 
Latin Americans toward North American policy 
should help to keep a Guatemala inquiry on an 
even keel. 

One thing every American republic except 
Guatemala can agree on is the warning which 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. gave in the Security 
Council: “I say to the Soviet delegate: Stay out 
of the American hemisphere.” 

Russia can keep out. The Guatemalan war 
is a problem for the Americas. 
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Change in the Senate 

How much chance has to do with our national 
politics is demonstrated again by the tragic 
death of Senator Hunt of Wyoming. The Senate 
as elected in 1952 consisted of 48 Republicans, 
47 Democrats and one Independent—Morse of 
Oregon. That enabled the Republicans to or- 
ganize the Senate, assume the chairmanships and 
take majority control of the committees. 

When Republican Senator Taft of Ohio died a 
year ago, Democratic Gov. Lausche appointed 
Thomas A. Burke, a Democrat, to the vacancy. 
This changed the lineup to 48 Democrats, 47 
Republicans and one Independent, and left Ma- 


. jority Leader Knowland only a minority to lead. 


: 


Since the Governor of Wyoming is a Republi- 
can, he now will appoint a Republican to fill 
Democratic Senator Hunt's seat -for the remain- 
der of the term which expires next January. 

Thus the lineup soon will be back where it 
was—48 Republicans, 47 Democrats and one 
Independent. Senator Knowland will be a 
majority leader with a majority once more. The 
Republicans will have actual rather than nominal 
control of Congress. And one of the excuses 
for not passing the Eisenhower legislative pro- 
gram will have gone a-glimmering. 


Wake Up 

Easy wakers should be very happy about 
themselves, as we gather from a report on the 
Western Union Wake-up Service by Meyer 
Berger in The New York Times. Mr. Berger 
tells about an exceptionally hard-to-wake indi- 
vidual who put the whole affair in the hands 
of the Wake-up Service when a battery of four 
alarm clocks, set in a washpan for extra noise, 
failed to do the job. 

Among other reluctant wakers we have heard 
about was one who lettered insulting signs and 
placed them at points of high visibility around 
the bed, so that when roused by the alarm 
clock he would be angered by the signs into 
getting up instead of turning over and going 
back to sleep. 

There are unquestionably those to whom wak- 
ing-up is a kind of insomnia in reverse.

And the Administra- 
tion has said the United States will not 
let Indochina be conquered by military 
force. That means an impending decision 


of great magnitude, unless this country is 
to swallow its challenge of Red Chinese 
aggression. But i¢ public opinion ready 
for the steps that may have to be taken 
to help the French beat back the Viet 
Minh, is Congress ready to vote the 
authorization the President has said he 
will seek? 


We see no signs of it. We see no indi- 
cation that, whatever the decision, the 
country is to be told the alternatives— 
the drowning of French resistance in a 
floodtide of Viet Minh attackers and 
the loss of Southeastern Asia, or a pro- 
gram of assistance that will force re- 
shaping of the budget and the national 
economy as well. 


Far more sinister, in the long view, 
is the atomic race between the United 
States and Russia. The strategic air 
force of Gen. LeMay is prepared, as of 
today, to hurl this massive retaliatory 
weapon at the Soviet Union. But Russia 
will be in a position, before long, to try 
for a sudden knockout blow while she 
blackmails the rest of the free world 
into quivering terror. 


The gathering clouds are growing and 
they are darkening, while we have re- 
ligiously turned on radio and TV each 
day at the appointed hour to see or 
hear whether Welch could make a mon- 
key out of Cohn. But from the White 
House we get silence, which is broken 
by still more silence. 


No wonder earnest men of Christian 
faith, frightened by the prospect, are 
beginning to talk of preventive war. No 
wonder we are confused, divided, irreso- 
lute and impotent.

Asia Defense Talks Go On. 

The United States is proceed- 
ing with its talks to organize a 
Southeast Asia regional security 
~ somewhat similar to the 

orth Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. This would mean that the 
United States would build bases, 
warehouses and lines of com- 
munication in Southeast Asia on 
the territory of member states, 
such as Thailand and Burma, or 
‘Laos and Cambodia, and send 
troops and aireraft to occupy 
and protect them. 

Initially the forces would not 

be large, probably a division or 
two, and three or four air wings. 
Anti-aircraft and supply and 
engineering personnel would re- 
guire about 50,000 men addition- 
ally. The whole, even though 
not large, along with the forces 
of other members would make 
an important addition to the 
security of Southeast Asia, It 
also would insure that fresh ag- 
gression would be met by the 
combined power of the Western 
and Asiatic nations in the or- 
ganization, 
The proposal is valid. Its im- 
plementation ultimately would 
depend, however, on Asiatic 
manpower, trained and aided by 
the Western powers. The right 
balance of national forces would 
be one in which each contributes 
what it is best able to furnish. 
The Western powers on this 
principle fould furnish air and 
naval power, armaments and 
military knowledge. 


Initially there could be only a 
small Asiatic military contribu- 
tion, since the forces are not in 
existence. This means that the 
Western powers would have to 


S| send in ground forces, not neces- 
- sarily in large numbers, but 


enough to make a military force

The show was impressive. 
France put an end to tribal war- 
fare, built roads, harbors, indus- 
tries, great white cities. It 
brought health and hygiene so 
that local populations now are 
more than doubled. It even 
brought education, though be- 
latedly and to a relative few. 
Native leaders looked up to the 
French as men who could make 
a wilderness flourish and even 
make native leaders richer. 

Defeat by Hitler. 

French prestige remained lit- 
tle damaged in the eyes of such 
people until France lay prostrate 
at Hitler’s feet. The Allies’ 
slogan of “self-determination,” 
an expression of conscience 
amid a war- for survival, found 
attentive ears in colonial areas. 
There was little discussion then 
whether such areas were ready 
for self rule. 

The postwar period brought 
further splintering of French 
political factions, rising Commu- 
nist power in metropolitan 
France, indecision in Paris, co- 
incident with the growing tide 
of nationalism. 

In the East, the sweep of Red 
power permitted Communism to 
capture the nationalist move- 
ment. In North Africa, the rise 
of the Arab League to the. east 
gave the once small nationalist 
force the idea that hundreds of 
millions of Arabs backed its 
aspirations. 

Concessions might have satis- 
fied nationalist demands—par-

HERE is no better habit that 
T can be formed than that of 

drinking milk. Fortunately, 
it is seldom that a child must 
be urged to take a goodly 
amount. It is better to just take 
for granted that milk will be 
an accompaniment of every 
meal. It is usually unwise to 
admonish with the phrase that 
is so often heard — “Drink 
your milk, it’s good for you.” 

Of course, the latter statement 
is true. There is no other food 
that supplies adequately the 
calcium necessary for forming 
good bones and teéth. There 
are other minerals in smaller 
proportion. One of the vitamins, 
riboflavin — a member of the 
B complex — is quite likely to 
be short in the diet deficient 
in milk. 

Another asset {is the protein 
that many of us think of as 
coming only from solid foods 
such as meat, fish and cheese. 
Milk contains enough to sypple- 
ment what we get from other 
sources. In fact, while milk is 
not a “perfect food,” as it is 
sometimes called, it scores ‘so 
high in so many respects that 
it can well be called the best 
source of the nutrients that 
children need to establish a 
foundation for future health. 

And don’t forget that milk 
in the diet is an asset through- 
out life. Its contribution is the 
same, whether it is drunk by the 
glass or taken with other foods 
when used as an ingredient. 

Rice Cream With Fruit. 

One-half cup pre-cooked rice, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, 2 cups 
milk, one-fourth cup sugars one 
envelope unflavored gelatine, 
one-fourth cup cold water, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla extract, 
one-fourth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract, one-half cup heavy cream, 
whipped* sweetened berries, or 
Sliced fruit. 

Combine rice with salt and 
milk in saucepan, and bring 
quickly to boiling. Continue 
boiling for two minutes. Re- 
move from heat, cover and let 
stand 10 minttes. Add sugar. 
Soften gelatine in cold water 
and add to hot rice mixture. 
Toss well and chill about one- 
half hour until mixture begins 
to thicken. Add flavoring and 
fold in whipped cream. Pour in- 
to quart mold and chill until 
set. Unmold and serve with 
fruit. Yield: six servings. 
Chipped Beef With Mushroom 

Sauce 

Tear one-half pound chipped 
beef into pieces. Saute in two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
two minutes. Add one can 
mushroom soup and thin to de- 
sired consistency with milk. 
Serve on hot toast or over hot 
biscuits. 


How It Started

To ‘Graduate’ 
HAT word “graduate” fre- 
T quently comes up for discus- 
sion. Do you “graduate” 
from school or college or is it 
true that you are graduated? 
This is the story: 

“Gradtiate” goes back to the 
Latin “gradus,” ‘grade. And 
this “grade” is the crux of it 
all. A grade is a step or degree 
in any series, tangible or in- 
tangible. That is to say, we 
have the “grade” of a highway 
level, and the “grading” of a 
railroad track. On the other 
hand, we have your “grade” in 
school or college. From the 
former instance evolves another 
item—the “grade crossing.” 

To return to “graduate,” let 
us take first the verb. It signi- 
fies to divide into grades, to 
mark with grades or ‘degrees. 
This lends itself to many appli- 
cations, the one most pertinent 
here being the question of grad- 
uation from a school or uni- 
versity. It so happens that the 
verb may be correctly used both 
transitively and intransitively. 
The latter instance is the less 
common, However, just as it 
can be said that a certain thing 
graduates in size-~-from top to 
bottom, let us say—so it would 
be quite correct to refer to com- 
pleting the various steps in a 
place of learning to the taking 
of a degree or the geceiving of 
a diploma as “graduating from 
school.”

HE voice that is pure pleas- 
T ure to listen to is one in a 

multitude. It has “listen- 
ability’—a combination of qual- 
ities every woman should seek. 
Its tone is rich, its pitch even, 
its volume full. 

Virtually every feminine voice 
can be improved by an increase 
in volume. The loud voice is 
seldom offensive because you 
hear it so resoundingly, but 
rather because it is harsh.

On Getting Rid of Termites. 


HERE are a good many 

things that should be done 

when you find that your 
home is:infested with termites 
and one is not to get excited 
and start worrying whether or 
not the place is going to fall 
down over your head, Termites 
can do a good deal of damage 
to a’house but very few homes 
are ever so badly damaged that 
they become hazardous. 


If you find you have termites, 
you want, of course, to get rid 
of them, This can be accom- 
plished most easily by poisoning 
the ground around the house. If 
the earth is properly treated 
with a good termite poison, the 
termites inside the house will 
not be able to get back to the 
nest that,is in the ground and 
those in the nest will not be 
able to reach the house. The 
termites that are in the house 
will soon die and those outside 
will either die of starvation or 
move away. After you are rid 
of the termites, you can ap- 
praise the damage they have 
done and do the necessary re- 


airs. 

The job of poisoning the earth 
around the house can be done 
either by yourself or by a re- 
liable firm specializing in this 


sort of work. It’s not a very dif- | 


ficult job but it must be 
thorough for if one small area 
is. left untreated, you have 
wasted both time and money. 
There are several good termite 


poisons on the market and these 


can be purchased under various 
trade names from hardware 
stores and lumber yards. The 
poisons usually come as a con- 
centrate and are thinned with 
kerosene or water before use. 
The advantage of using water as 
a thinner rather than kerosene 
is that it will not harm your 
shrubs, trees and lawn. Instruc- 
tions for thinning and applica- 
tion come with the concentrate 
and these must be followed 
exactly if you expect good re- 
sults,

North elected to give a direct 
heart raise, even on shaded 
trump support, in order to “get 
through with the hand, then 
and there,” instead of first bid- 
ding a spade and then having 
to make another bid. When, 
however, South strongly urged 
a game contract, North properly 
indicated that he had no great 
liking for hearts, by veering off 
into no-trump. Since South's 
distribution was not no-trump- 
ish, he correctly went back to 
hearts. 

West opened the spade jack— 
a sound choice — and the ace 
was put up. Then, since a suc- 
cessful trump finesse would go 
a long way toward wrapping up 
the contract, South tried that 
finesse. West, however, gobbled 
up the trick and led another 
spade. South ruffed and led a 
low club to the nine. 

When East took this trick 
with the club king he apparently 
failed to realize that a critical 
stage had arrived. Presumably, 
he felt that nothing could be 
lost by “pumping” the declarer, 
and he returned a spade. It 
was a very bad idea. South 
ruffed, led a club to the jack, 
and when that finesse held, 
cashed the club ace and ruffed 
dummy’s last spade. Then with 
only one chance (however slim) 
remaining, South led a low dia- 
mond toward the board—and, as 
fate willed, West was trapped in 
an end-play. He had to put up 
a diamond honor to shut out 
dummy’s jack, and when he 
perforce returned a diamond, 
declarer played that jack from 
dummy and won the fulfilling 
trick with the diamond ace. 

Perhaps it is anti-climactic to 
say that East should have shift- 
ed to diamonds.
